last night as presaged by the astrono- 
mers? If you didn't you're to lie cen- 
sured for going to bed too early. The 
night was perfect and the eclipse and 
tho slow progress of the eclipse, from 
tlio.beginning to tho end, was clearly 
visible. It began nt 8.10,

moon 


was at tho full, the night w~as exceed- 
ingly hright and the eclipse was al- 
most absolute, only a narrow marsiu 
of tho lumar orb remaining visible, the 
orb being almost entirely enveloped in 
the earth's shadow.

the earth's shadow.
